The Prime Minister was 
accompanied by Senator 
Clyde Griffith. junior minister 
in the Ministry of Finance 
with responsibility for 
Energy, Mr. Harcourt Lewis, 
newly appointed Permanent 
Secretary, Energy; senior 
officials,. in the Energy 
Division of tne Ministry of 
Finance and Planning and 
officials of the Mobil Oil 
Refinery. 

The Prime Minister ex- 
lained that the National 
-etroleum Corporation would 
soon be coming into full 
operation and therefore it was

necessary for all concerned to 
have a full grasp of such a 
crucial economic area to 
which his ministerial 
responsibility extends. 

e said, ‘‘the increase in 
imports of oil has been one of 
the major causes of economic 
hardships in Barbados _ Jast 

ear and it_is government's 
intention to reduce imports of 

troleum to $80 million or 
ess this year.’ “This”, he 
said, ‘‘would help to relieve 
pressure on the balance of 
payments.’ 

Last year’s import of 
petroleum based products 
were up by some $25 million 
the Prime Minister said. 

Mr. Adams also revealed 
that in an effort to reduce oil 
imports, government intends 
to return to the policy of 
shallow well drilling to im- 
prove local oil production. ‘‘It 
is hoped,”’ he said, ‘that by 
mid-year the production 
target of 1 000 barrels per day 
would be reached again.”’

In January this year, manager 
of Mobil loration Barbados 
‘imited, Brian Westgate, said 
ti.at new equipment would be 
brought in to driil more shallow 
wells, as the company had 
decided to move away from the 
costly » drilling.

HYDROELECTRIC ASSESSMENT--A team from the European Investment Bank (E.I.B.) 
was in Jamaica last week, conducting appraisal studies on the financing of 
small hydro-electric power schemes. During their stay, the bankers met the 
Minister of Public Utilities and Transport, the Hon. Pearnel Charles, and the 
Minister of State in the Office of the Prime Minister, the Hon. Basil Buck, 
to evaluate their findings. The E.I.B. representatives have reviewed eight 
possible mini-hydro electric power schemes, and held discussions with offi- 
cials of the Jamaica Public Service Co. and other agencies concerning compon- 
ents of the projects. They have also held talks with other possibie finan- 
ciers of the projects regarding plans for funding. Mr. Charles was brought 

up to date on the pre-feasibility and feasibility studies already conducted, 
and on the projects which are viewed as most suitable for implementation. The 
visit by the team is a follow-up to an exploratory trip by the E.I.B. members 
in November. Then, the Prime Minister had requested the bank to identify 
areas for possible financing. It was then decided that the mini-hydro schemes 
would be one of these areas.

THIRD WORLD FINANCIAL EXPERTS END TALKS IN JAMAICA

[Text] Kingston, Jamaica, 31 Mar (CANA)--Third World financial experts 
were today ending five-days of talks on what actions could be taken by 
governments to boost cooperation among developing courcries as well as 
solve their economic problems. 


The delegates from more than 30 countries within the Third World caucus, 

the Group pf 77, have been looking at such issues as the financing of 

balance of payments, the weaknesses in their earnings from export commodit.es, 
the cost of oil imports, energy development and the means of financing 
deficits. 


Officials said there have been "very extens‘ve exchanges of views" on the 
possibilities for financial cooperation among developing countries. 


But delegates have stated that spectacular new initiatives or easy answers 
to the problems facing developing countries should not be expected. 


"The best that should be hoped for is the clarification to developing 
countries of the options open to governments...what we have had is serious 
technical analysis," said Alister McIntyre, the head of the commodity 
division of the United Nations Conference on Trade and Development (UNCTAD). 


Among the options open to developing countries is the creation of new 
institutions to help meet the needs of the Third World, hopefully utilising 
the funds of the surplus oil-producing developing states. 


But delegates have generally been cautious in their endorsement of such 
proposals because of the declining economic fortunes of the oil-producing 
nations which already provide 1.36 per cent of their combined GNP in 

of ficial transfers to developing countries. 


Dr McIntyre said: '"The purpose here is not just to discuss concessional 
financing, and the moving of resources from surplus to deficit countries 
for the countries were united by the factor of under-development. 











"Cooperation among developing countries forms the basis of the discussions, 
and the question is: Are there basic interests that can form the nucleus 
for cooperation? It is cooperation based on mutual interest.” 


Dr McIntyre made it clear that cooperation among developing countries could 
not eliminate the need for the developed countries to fully participate 
in the growth of the Third World. 


He added: "The issue is not to substitute, but to complement what role 
the developing countries can play with the role the north can play." 


Noting that the United States had talked of reducing its contributions to 
multilateral institutions such as the World Bank and the International 
Monetary Fund, Dr McIntyre said he hoped that this would not become a 
reality. 


He said that the U.S. position did not negate the possibility of other 
countries, some of which had the capacity to do so, to increase their 
contributions to the institutions, which at present act as an intermediary 
between the money markets and the Third World countries. 


"The developing countries have an annual deficit of about 100 billion dollars 
and it is clear that the World Bank and the IMF (International Monetary Fund) 
can meet their requirements, but if they had more resources they could do 
more,'' Dr McIntyre said. 


Other delegates have expressed these same concerns, and have raised the 
issue of fully analysing existing institutions to see whether they could 
be used better to fulfill the needs of the Third World. 


Many delegates agreed that the problems of the Third World, plus the 
overall world economic situation increased the urgency of developing 
nations cooperating more with each other. 


"The world is going through a chronic depression, the most critical period 


since the 1930s... (and) there is a growing need to intensify economic 
cooperation among developing countries," Dr McIntyre said.

JAMAICA DENIES REPRESENTING DOMINICA AT CARICOM

[Text] Bridgetown, Barbados, 3 Apr (CANA)--Both the Dominican and 
Jamaican governments have made it clear that it was never sugges*ed or 
even intended that Jamaica's minister of state for foreign affa rs, 

Dr Neville Gallimore, should represent the east Caribbean islari at the 
March 3l1-April 1 meeting in Belize of the Standing Committee or Caribbean 
Community (CARICOM) foreign minister. 


On March 24, a CANA report datelined Roseau had incorrectly said that 
Nominica would be represented by the Jamaican minister. 


It indicated that as Prime Minister Eugenia Charles, the island's foreign 
affairs minister, would not be attending, Dr Gallimore, during a meeting 
with Miss Charles in Roseau, had offered to represent Dominica. 


The substance of the report was a misunderstanding of what occurred during 
the meeting. 


The Dominica Government has explained that when Miss Charles mentioned that 
her country would not be represented, Dr Gallimore expressed the view that 
because of the importance of the meeting, it would be good if Dominica 
could find it possible to send someone, 


The prime minister later mentioned the exchanges to the press, and then 
remarked: "I had not intended to do so, but somebody will be sent to 
represent us." 


The erroneous report, misinterpreting Miss Charles' intent and naming 

Dr Gallimore as the representative, caught the Jamaican Government by 
surprise, and the Foreign Ministry in Kingston put out the following brief 
statement: "At no time did Dr Gallimore give any undertaking or was party 
to any agreement to represent Dominica at the conference." 


Jamaican Foreign Minister Hugh Shearer represented his country, but it 
was never planned that Dr Gallimore would be at the meeting in Belize City.

JAMAICA'S SHEARER THANKS VENEZUELA FOR ASSISTANCE

(fext] Deputy prime minister and minister of foreign affairs, the 

Rt. Hon. Hugh Shearer on Friday night expressed appreciation to the 
Venezuelan Government for assisting Jamaica in critical areas, through 
its programme of international co-operation. 


Mr. Shearer's expression was made at the Blue Mountain Inn where he hosted 
a dinner in honour of visiting Venezuelan foreign affairs minister, 
Dr Jose Zambrano. 


Venezuela's international vo-operation policy which gave special attention 
to the countries of Centrai America and the Caribbean was a fine example 
of economic co-operation among developing countries, Mr Shearer remarked. 


For that assistance, Mr Shearer expressed the appreciation of the government 
and people of Jamaica, adding that he regarded Dr Zambrano's visit as a 


positive contribution to the continued development of relations between 
Jamaica and Venezuela. 


Comparing the foreign policies of Jamaica and Venezuela, Mr Shearer noted 
that they shared certain principles, which included respect for the 
sovereign equality of states, non-intervention in the internal affairs of 
states, the peaceful settlement of conflicts, respect for human rights 
including economic and social rights and representative democracy. 


It was the belief in these principles which had helped in the amicable 
development of relations between the two countries in a spirit of co-operation 
and brotherhood. 


Mr Shearer said that many peoples in Latin America were still seeking freedom. 
He said: "Events in Central America are illustrations of what can transpire 
when the search for human dignity and social justice has been effectively 
blocked and recourse has had to be made to unconventional methods. 








"Much of the conflict there, as elsewhere, stems from social and economic 
problems which had been neglected over the years. The attempt to devise 
strategies which ignore or underplay those causes leads to false solutions 
and the postponement of inherent conflict. Effective remedies can only be 
based on the proper correction of the social and economic ills in these 
countries," 


Both Venezuela and Jamaica, because of their shared ideals and adherence 
to the democratic principles of freedom and justice were paying close 
ictention to the events taking place around them. 


He encouraged Venezuela to continue playing the constructive role it had 
been doing and said he hoped that a formula would be found to ensure a 
just and peaceful solution to the conflicts in that region. 


Dr Zambrano said in reply that the links which united Venezuela and Jamaica 
went beyond those of mere Caribbean neighbours but started with the birth 
of American independence. Both countries shared a common past and were 
renewing the commitment of that past in providing a source of inspiration 
for young nations to develop their potentiality. 


The Caribbean should be an area of peace, Dr Zambrano declared, because the 
nations needed order to develop themselves. The nations which were still 
growing historically had a challenge to find a national self. 


Confrontations should be avoided and respect for political democracy pre- 
served in the name of social justice and human rights. 


Referring to the international policy of President Luis Herrera Campins, 


Dr Zambrano said he was committed to assisting the peoples of the Caribbean 
in their efforts to overcome serious economic and political problems.

VILMA ESPIN ADDRESSES MEMORIAL CEREMONY 


{Editorial Report] Havana Domestic Television Service in Spanish at 2101 on 
10 April begins live coverage of ceremony at which the ashes of Cuban hero and 
well-known fighter for women's rights of the 19th centruy, ANA Betancourt de 
Mora, are brought froin the revolutionary armed forces Pantheon and placed in 

a mausoleum erected in her memory in Guaimaro, Camaguey Province. 


The camera opens on the Guaimaro mausoleum which is then shown from various 
sides while the announcer reads historical data. Pan shots of crowd gathered 
to attend the ceremony are provided. The helicopter which is bringing the URN 
with Betancourt's ashes is shown overflying the monument and camera switches 
to crowds along the streets which will be followed by the procession carrying 
the ashes. 


The procession is then shown preceded by a military band and an honor guard 
from a Havana garrison. The honor guard is followed by two military jeeps 
carrying the URN and close behind them are walking Politburo members Juan 
Almeida Bosque, Armando Hart Davalos and Flavio Bravo Pardo; alternate Polit- 
buro member and president of the Federation of Cuban Women Vilma Espin; and 
Central Committee member Lazaro Vazquez. 


The camera then shows members of the honor guard untying the URN from atop the 
carrier jeep and carrying it toward the mausoleum while the bank plays a funeral 
march. The URN is placed inside the niche of the mausoleum as a bugle plays 
taps and six volleys are fired. The high-ranking officials are seen standing 

on an elevated platform, part of the mausoleum. 


Vilma Espin begins her memorial address at 2133 GMT. Close ups of Espin, 
Almeida, Hart, Bravo and Vasquez are provided. Espin starts off by going back 
in history and reviewing Cuba's status as a Spanish colony and speaks about the 
efforts of Ana Betancourt and other Cuban women to cast off the yoke of colon- 
ialist power and assure equal rights for Cuban women. 

She emphasizes that "dirty U.S. maneuvers" precluded the patriots from attain- 
ing the nation's independence in the 19th century and early 20th century and 
zoes on to discuss the role of women within the framework of the revolution 
which has released them from their bondage and quotes from Fidel Castro's 
speech at the ceremony creating the Federation of Cuban Women. 














Vilma Espin concludes by saying: "Today we state that the aspirations of Ana 
Betancourt have come to pass. The people of Cuba, led by Fidel Castro, won 
the victory for which so many Cuban women and men have been giving their lives 
since 1868. 


"A new life came into being as a result of the revolution. The people of Cuba, 
standing erect in their dignity, building their socialist fatherland, proclaim- 
ing their right to live in peace and exercising their sovereignty in full, are 
ready to shed the last drop of their blood defending their liberty, independence 
and principies. 


"the women, ennobled by the revolution, have cast off their yoke long ago and 
spreading their wings, they have taken the place in society which Ana had 
dreamed for them. 


"ihe women, standing firm, live and glow in each and every achievement of the 
revolution and today, at this revered place which will stand guard over the 
ashes of Ana Betancourt, we wish to reiterate the decision of each Cuban woman 
to defend the socialist fatherland regardless of the price. May the enemy 
tremble before a nation where each woman is a soldier of the fatherland. 
Fatherland or death, we shall prevail." 


The speech ends at 2200 and camera shows high-ranking officials leaving the 


platform of the mausoleum and the crowd leaving the grounds. Live coverage 
ends at 2202. No further processing planned.

He did so during talks with Trinidad and 
Tobago’s Minister of External Affairs, Senator 
Dr. Basil Ince, at the Ministry of External 
Affairs in Port of Spain, yesterday.

The Caricom Secretariat and some Caricom Govern- 
ments, within recent times, have been examining the possi- 
bility of holding the talks, and feelers have been put out 
among the regional Governments. 

The last Heads of Government Conference in the region 
was heid in St. Kitts in 1975. 

Two sites have been offered, so far, for the conference — 
Guyana and Antigua. During yesterday's talks, Jamaica was 
reported to be in favour of the conference being held at either 
one of them. 

Mr. Shearer began an official visit at the head-l_f a 
Jamaican delegation to Trinidad on Monday, and will leave for 
home this morning, after discussions with Prime Minister 
George Chambers, who is also Minister of Finance, and other 
Government Ministers. 


JOINT STATEMENT EXPECTED 


He ended his round of meetings yesterday with hour-long 
discussions with Mr. Chambers at the Ministry of Finance, at 
Trinidad House.. 

Both the Trinidad and Tobago Government and Mr. 
Shearer declined to give details of the discussions held behind

[Text] [Question] Mario Eduardo Firmenich, secretary general of the 
Peronist Montonero Movement [MPM], will be interviewed today in Radio Havana 
Cuba. Firmenich, a very current issue is that of the Malvinas Islands. 
First of all, what is the MPM's position regarding the Argentine military 
action in the Malvinas Islands which has had great international reper- 
cussions? 


[Answer] First of all, it must be clarified that the recovery of Argentine 
sovereignty over the Malvinas ‘slands is legitimate and has historically been 
demanded by the Argentine peo' e. That is to say, from this viewpoint, there 
is no room for any discussion. In the second place, one's attention is drawn 
to the fact that the landing of the Argentine armed forces occurred only 3 
days after the very violent repression of the people who had mobilized 
throughout the country. 


This leads us to note the following. This is a problem of national 
sovereignty but the nation is not simply territory. The concept nationality 
includes the people in a specific territory as well as their customs, their 
ideologies, their aspirations and their economic and political systems. 
Therefore, there is no national sovereignty without the people's sovereignty. 


Territorial sovereignty, excuse me, national sovereignty is expressed in the 
territorial and the economic level, particularly in our Third World coun- 
tries, since economic independence from the transnational capital is 
undoubtedly the essential aspect of national sovereignty in our countries. 
As I said earlier, since there is no national sovereignty without the 
people's sovereignty, it must be recalled that the people's sovereignty in 

a republic is expressed by the people's direct control over the state's 
political power. 


The landing of the Argentine armed forces on the Malvinas is based simply on 
the territorial aspect of Argentine sovereignty. Naturally we are in complete 
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agreement with the occupation of the Malvinas Islands which had been invaded 
by Bricish forces in 1833 when they jailed the Argentine governor in the 


vinas and sent him to Buenos Alres,.

However, since the armed forces are apparently ready to defend the national 
sovereignty, we now demand that they invade the Economy Ministry which is 

the place where the country’s dependence on the transnational capital, 
including the British Shell Petroleum Company, is negotiated. In the 

Economy Ministry there is a man who very recently expressed his willingness 
to turn the subsoil to private hands. In other words, this means turning 

the Argentine petroleum over to the transnational enterprises. Therefore, 

it evidently makes no sense to militarily occupy the Malvinas Islands which 
were held by the British and to then give “he petroleum of the Malvinas 
slands to Shell which also belongs to the British. I also said that there 
is no national ;overeignty at either the territorial or economic level if the 
people have no sovereignty over the state's political power. But this is not 
something that we can request from the military men. It would be a matter of

Council, "most of those who voted had no doubts that Argentina does have 
sovereignty over the islands." 


Consequently, Costa Mendez said that despite the adverse vote at the 

UN Security Council "this formal and legal support" for the Argentine 
position, that was expressed by those members of the Security Council, "is 
of great value to us and for the negotiations that will surely begin within 
a few days." 


Costa Mendez made this statement in New York to a Buenos Aires Radio 
Rivadavia correspondent who interviewed him before his departure for 
Washington where the foreign minister wili deliver a speech at the OAS 
council. 


He noted that Argentina’s position is "well consolidated" and added that 
the issue "must be resolved through negotiations." 


Regarding the vote at the UN Security Council, he noted that the British 
proposal "needed nine votes in favor and it obtained only one more vote 
than was needed, which means that there were two or three decisive votes." 


He admitted that the position of African countries "which are ideologically 
nearer to us" could have tilted the balance in our favor, but he declined 
to make any comments in this regard, saying that "there are many issues" 
that influence these votes. 


With respect to his expectations relevant to his speech before the OAS he 
stated he is "very optimistic in view of the tremendous support we have 


received" from the Latin American countries. 


He said he planned to "thank" the countries of the continent for their support 
as well as "gain their commitment in this action of solidarity."

(Text ] Bridgetown, 31 Mar (CANA)--The Barbados Government tonight presented 
a half million dollar (one Bdos dollar; 50 cents U.S.) 1982-83 budget, which 
Prime Minister Tom Adams said was aimed at helping to pull the faltering 
economy out of a year-long tailspin. 


The budget has come against the backdrop of a 2.6 percent declite in the 
economy last year--the first since 1975--when tourism, sugar and manu- 
facturing, the island's main foreign exchange earners, performed well below 
expectations. 


Mr Adams, who is also minister of finance, imposed 30.2 million dollars in 
wide-ranging new taxation, but left income tax at current levels and in- 
creased pensions. 


He also announced a package of incentives geared to making export agricul- 
ture a larger contributor to economic development. 


Ihe budget, Mr Adams said, reflected a vital need at this sombre time to 
adjust national demands to the temporary reduction of Barbados capacity to 
import. 


Ihe 1982-83 budget (the fiscal year runs from March to April) calls for 
expenditure totelling 501.3 million dollars. 


Revenue is expected to each 494.4 million dollars, leaving a current account 
deticit for the first time in years of 6.9 million dollars. 


With capital expenditure tagged at 135.6 million dollars, the overall deficit 
for the fiscal year is 142.5 million dollars. 


Mr Adams raised water rates, import duties, motor vehicle taxes, petrol 


prices, consumption taxes on liquor, cigarettes and a wide range of other 
items, hospital fees for private patients, and fees at the city's car parks. 
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He also imposed a levy on workers and employers--two percent each--to 
cover the increased cost of raising non-contributory old age pensions. 


An extra 3.0 percent was added to the standard 45 per cent corporation 
tax. but Mr Adams indicated it might be a temporary measures until the 
economy improved.

"The minister's (Mr Adams is aiso finance minister) appreciation of the

"We fail to understand, however, why it has taken so long for a start to 
be made in raising public consciousness on the importance of agriculture." 


The ADVOCATE-NEWS described it as a mixed budget to tackle the economic 
problems.

Haynes, a medical practitioner, said the Barbados economy was now in 
"deep crisis” caused principally by gross financial mis-management by 
the government. 


He rejected government's contention that international recession was mainly 
benind the foreign exchange shortage and declining revenues here.

Haynes said government had made a mistake by bunching costly capital 


projects, which put unnecessary pressures on the foreign reserves. 


Government, he said, then resorted to borrowings and "excessive printing 
of money'=-to the tune of 85 million dollars--to prop up the reserves. 


Haynes criticised government for having a 67-million dollar west coast 
tourism project, a 42 million dollar sewerage treatment scheme, a new 
13 million dollar post office complex and a nulti-million dollar school 
upgrading programme ajl underway at the same time. 





Even if Barbados had a balance of payments surplus, bunching these projects 
together would have been a serious management error, Haynes told the 
House of Assembly. 


He regretted the large cost overruns on government's capital projects, noting 
that the holiday village project went from 37 million dollars to 

67 million, the Bridgetown sewerage project from an original 27 million 

to 42 million dollars and the post office building from 9 to 13 million 
dollars. 


Haynes was critical too of the cost overrun--from eight to 20 million 
dollars--on the Caribbean festival of creative arts (CARIFESTA) which 
Barbados hosted last year. 


He charged that the local operators of gaming machines (one arm bandits) 
had been draining the country of scarce foreign exchange. One operator, 
he said, had been making 120,000 dollars a week, with 80,000 dollars of 
it being sent out of the country. 


There was an operator, Haynes added, who had, with funds generated locally, 
bought a hotel in Puerto Rico and an account had been opened in Miami, the 
United States, to serve as a conduit for funds illegally taken out of 
Barbados, 


Haynes called on the government to restrict the national debt which he said 
had grown out of proportion to the island's earning capacity. 


Where it was costing Barbados 19.4 million dollars or 10 percent of its 
total revenue to service the country's debt in 1975-76, the DLP parlia- 
mentaria said, this figure was expected to reach 99.5 million for 

20 perce. of revenue--in the financial year which began today. 


Haynes identified high interest rates--they were increased by the Central 
Bank from the beginning of 198l--as a major economic constraint in 


Barbados, 


This, he said, had led to reduced employment generation in the private 
sector, 


the shadow minister of finance outiined what he said was his suggested 
strategy for improving the economic outlook in the short term. 


Government, Haynes said, should cut 50-60 million dollars off expenditure 
in this fiscal year, without layoffs. 


Some of the cuts, he said, could come from the 60 million dollars allocated 
for the army in the next three years.

WE are in the i9th day of March and already the

addition, the first two weeks of this month saw the 
greatest number of cane fires in the past seven 
years. 


March is traditionally the month when we 
record the highest numbor of cane fires because the 
crep is at its peak, but the inordinately high number 
of fires is a maiter of grave concern, not only to per- 
soa engaged in this crucial industry but indeea, to 
all loyal sons and daughters. 





There has never been any doubt that in almost 
every case, cane fires have been deliberately set. 


it hes not been established whether these ar- 
sonists have been owners or workers. The director 
of the Sugar Producers Federation said a few days 
ago that many of the 1982 arsonists were mobile. 


A reasonable conclusion would be that these 
people are neither owners sor workers; that they 
are’ people whose only object must be to destroy 
the economy of this country. 


We do not believe that these vandals come from 
within the ranks of our great political parties. We 
éo believe, however, that there are persons with 
political mctives. 


A number of people have voiced their opinion 
en the high inckdence of fires. Locking at the 
Statistics, Mr. Trevor Rudder, of the Barbados 
Sugar Producere Association, called it ‘the mad 
month of March.”

There are very serious problems with the sugar 
industry in Barbados, some of which attracted Press 
attention in the course of this week. It may well be 
that the industry will die in any event. We certainly 
seem to be doing little to delay its demise. 


The facts are there for all to see. The yield in 
this country last year was 10.27 tons of cane per ‘on 
of sugar — the worst ratio for almost 20 years. 


.The operating losses last year were of the 
order of $15 million and indications are that it will 
be even higher this year. In fact, with a production 
cost.in excess of 260 pounds sterling and a world 
market price substantially below, it is just a matter 
of = efore certain inevitable decisions must be 
ma‘e. 


:There are some among us who seem intent on 
hastening this decision. We submit that a premature 
end, tc the industry will be disastrous for Barbados. 
Not only will the 6 000 suger workers suffer direct- 
ly, but it will have a disastrous effect on our 
weakening balance of payments position. 


The Government is not, in our view, doing 
enough to fight the problem. They should adopt a 
more imaginative approach and call on the 
resources even of the Barbados Defence Force. 


Let us declare war on those who are engaging 
‘n an ail-out battle to destroy this country of ours.

GRENADA ELECTIONS--Bridgetown, 31 Mar (CANA)--The Barbados NATION newspaper 
today called on the People’s Revolutionary Government (PRG) of Grenada 

to "free up" the country by holding fair elections and giving citizens 

the right to choose an elected government. The paper noted the economic 
and other successes reported by the PRG during the three years since it

BUDGET DEFICIT PROJECTION--The Barbados Government will be budgeting for an 
overall deficit of $142.6 million curing the coming fiscal year. Current ex- 
penditure has been estimated at $501 million, and capital expenditure has 
been put at $135.7 million. But Government expects current revenue to be in 
the vicinity of $494.4 million. Figures in the estimates document, tabled in 
the House of Assembly on Tuesday, show a rise of 6.8 percent on current expen- 
diture, and seven percent on current revenue. However, the expected overall 
deficit for the 1982-83 year, is less than the previous year, which has been 
projected at just under $185 million. The biggest slice of this year's pro- 
jected expenditure is $99 million, which has been allocated for education. 
Debate on the estimates will begin in the House of Assembly, next Monday.

[fxcerpt} The 28 March elections were a clear plebiscite in favor of peace 
and democracy, leaders of the Popular Democratic Union, UPD, said yesterday 
during a news conference. 


They said this fact should prompt all political parties to search for a real 
national coalition, which is sufficiently representative, and to adopt the 
instruments that will permit a stop to further bloodshed and helip the country 
progress. 


The deputies to the constituent assembly, elected by the different departments 
and political parties, should understand the need to end political confronta- 
tions. They should put their political interests aside and concentrate on a 
political and democratic solution with ample popular participation. The 
political parties should also realize that to the extent that the people feel 
betrayed, so will the people and the workers be forced to resort to their meth- 
ods of struggle to defend those social changes they have achieved so far as 
well as to demand that the postulates of the armed forces proclamation of 15 
October 1979 tulfilled. 


The UPD leaders reaffirmed that the constituent assembly must consider the 
demand to ratify the agrarian reform law as basic. The assembly wast also 
avoid creating confusion that could prompt the peasant not to till the land on 
time, which could bring disastrous consequences to the nation. 


The peasant will not work the land if the parties are not clear concerning the 
retorms, especially the agrarian reform. The UPD leadership declared. 


In reply to reporters’ questions, it was explained that in any case, the 
peasants will have the support of the labor sector. It was noted that the UPD 
is trying to start a dialogue with all political sectors and parties represent- 
ed in the constituent assembly because it is important to make them realize 
that to turn back at this point is dangerous to the country. 


if the rightwing wants to return to the past, there wili be a civil war in El 
Salvador because our country will not admit further deceit, the UPD spokesman 
said. He recounted the history of land use since the 18th century when the 
lands were communal and worked collectively. 
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Any desire for revenge on the part of the various sectors of the constituent 
assembly as well as the political parties or their supporters will not contri- 
bute to solving the serious situation in the country, but will only lead our 
country into a true civil war. 


The UPD, it was said, demands that the armed forces immediately control any 
attempt to persecute or take revenge by the parties’ supporters or followers. 


The UPD directors were clear in stating that the payment of the incdemnifications 
to the former owners of the expropriated land by the Agrarian reform, must be 


expedited. 


As far as we are concerned, they said, it is necessary to discuss decree No 207 
through a dialogue. "The UPD, if necessary, will contact the persons affected 
by a second stage, to negotiate directly with them."

Total 
revenue is targeted at 1,146 million dollars leaving a deficit of

Said THE MIRROR: The 1982 budget merely spells out what everyone knows-- 

that the economy is in a disastrous state, production of the main exports, 
bauxite, sugar and rice has fallen to rock bottom with absolutely unbelievable 
losses of hundreds of millions of dollars, in one year alone, in these three 
major industries." 


"It also bears up the point made over and over again by the opposition 
People's Progressive Party that the debt burdens are destroying the country. 
And we then come back to the point--who contracted the debts and misused 

the money, so that today the nation is burdened--entrapped--by the wholesale 
errors of the PNC [People's National Congress] regime. No one believes 

the moaning and groaning that seeks to take the blame off the PNC backs 

by saying it's bad all over the world,'’ THE MIRROR said. 








lt continued: "The errors, mistakes, gross mismanagement, the stinking 
corruption, the pervasive political and racial discrimination have all 
led to the rotten state of the economy." 

".,.The future is bleak," the newspaper said "with a wage freeze, 6,000 to 
be retrenched--and we believe that is only a beginning--and higher prices, 
rents and service fees.

iText] The organizations that have signed this document represent broad 
sectors of the Honduran people. At this very important historic moment in 
Central America, we want to make this declaration to the national and inter- 
national public opinion what follows: 


First: We realize that peace, social progress, justice, democracy and liberty 
will be secured by our people only when the corrupt, illegal repressive, anti- 
popular and puppet minorities that now misgovern us, no longer rule. 


Second: In the broad struggie to build peace, national liberation and to make 
transtormations for the benefit of the people of the area, we think that it is 
of fundamental importance to intensify now the efforts to bring peace to 
Central America. Nevertheless this peace must be based on respect for the 
people's right to self-determination, on the end of the meddling by the United 
States and its military allies in El Salvador, Guatemala, Nicaragua, and 
Honduras, and on che end of the arms race to which imperialist threats have 
pushed us. ; 
Third: The constitutional government of Honduras cannot be the guarantor of 

a peace plan as long as it does not adopt the following patriotic and democra- 
tic measures: 


A. The plan presented to the OAS should not be a mask to hide the serious 
national crisis and to try to make the international public opinion believe 
that there is no problem here. 


8. The Honduran peace proposal must not be a distortion maneuver aimed at 
counteracting the plans promoted in the United Nations by Mexico and France 
to bring peace to the region. 


C. The crisis of the fraternal people of Guatemala and El Salvador must be 
considered and a negotiated solution to the crisis with the participation of 
all the sectors must be sought. In the case of El Salvador, Honduras must 
offer itself as a neutral site for negotiations. 
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D. The Honduran armed torces high command must end the base alliance it has 
maintained with Somozist counterrevolutionary groups and order the immediate 
dismantling of their bases in the national territory. 

E. The U.S., Argentine and Chilean personnel who give military and paramili- 
tary advice to the detriment of our nations must be expelled. 

F. An international commitment must be made to the effect that there will be 
no toreign military bases in Honduras and that our national territory will not 
be offered so that troops (regardless of whether they come from the inter- 
American reciprocal assistance treaty or from anywhere else) may come to Cen- 
tral America to intervene against patriots struggling for their liberation. 


G. The colaboration that the national army maintains with the Christian 
Nemocratic Guard in El Salvador against the refugees in our soil must be ended 
and the counterinsurgency operations that these two armies jointly execute 
against the FMLN must also cease. 


Fourth: The national government cannot propose any peace plan for the area 

as long as there are 125 political prisoners and missing persons in the country, 
as long as there is support for paramilitary bands and as long as there is a 
selective and sophisticated repression against organized popular sectors. 

There must be an end to this sort of terrorism by the state. 


Finally, the organizations that have signed this patriotic peace letter, are 
in favor of detente among the Central American governments. We commit our- 
selves to struggle for peace, national liberation and democracy in the area.

SEAGA: EXPORT-ORIENTED MANUFACTURING VITAL TO SURVIVAL 
Kingston THE DAILY GLEANER in English 17 Mar 82 ppl, 14 


[Text] Prime Minister the Rt. Hon. Edward Seaga on Wednesday told the manufac- 
turing sector as he opened Expo ‘82 that it will have to earn its way in the 
future. 


Speaking at the National Arena at the jointly-sponsored Jamaica Manufacturers’ 
Association and Jamaica Exporters' Association trade fair, he said: "The con- 
version of a domestic-oriented manufacturing sector to a one that is export- 
oriented is not a matter of choice but of actual survival." 


Earlier, the Prime Minister noted that the manufacturing sector was not a net 
earner of foreign exchange but a new user. While utilizing some 70 per cent 
of raw materials imported for domestic production, the manufacturing sector 
exported only 30 per cent in the form of finished goods. 


THE DIFFERENCE, he said, had to be paid by other sectors, including the Min- 
ing, Tourism and Manufacturing sectors. He stressed that the manufacturing 
sector must place itself in a position to adjust that imbalance. 


"If not becoming a net-earner of foreign exchange, at least to reduce that 
gap," he said. 


Threat 


This, according to the Prime Minister, was the only way that the leadership of 
the country could get foreign exchange to procure raw materials. 


"Tf we do not do that, then the problems you are facing with foreign exchange 
for raw materials will be many times exacerbated.” 


Mr. Seaga also told manufacturers present that what they were faced with was 
not only a challenge but a threat. 


"It was not a challenge for the future but a threat. . .which if not faced 
there would be no future for the manufacturing sector," Mr. Seaga said. 


On a brighter note, he said that the Caribbean Basin Initiative would enable 
the territories of the Caribbean to participate in exploiting the world's

richest market. The duty-free and quota-free opportunities offered by the 
Initiative he described as "an area of opportunity which is almost 
unbelievable." 


"THE FACT that Jamaica is only a few hundred miles from the U.S.A., the rich- 
est market, with our surplus labour, puts us in the best position of all the 
countries in the Caribbean to take advantage of the tremendous opportunities 
which arise out of this duty-free and quota-free to the world's richest mar- 
ket," he said. 


It was the addition of the quota-free and duty-free entry which gave the Car- 
ibbean Basin, and Jamaica in particular A MAGNETIC APPEAL There were areas 
of the world, he said, which had produced in excess of the quotas which they 
were allowed entry into the U.S. market who now could be attracted to this 
production area because of the access to the world's richest market-place 
without any problem of quota. 


The Prime Minister envisaged a transfer of ready-made industry, utilizing 

the iocal labour force, transferring technology, while bringing along with it 
capital. He foresaw a stimulation of production that could never have taken 
place without the C.B.I. 


"I expect the manufacturing sector to experience a considerable increase in 
its export component taking advantage of some of the new areas of opportun- 
ities arising from the C.B.I.," he said. 


In conclusion, he noted that the theme of the exhibition ‘Production for Pro- 
gress‘ was timely because it represented a particular phase expressing the 
economic thrust of the country. 


Responding to criticisms of the strategy of structural adjustments which the 
Government is pursuing, he said those who felt that it was being done on an 

AD HOC basis was wrong. He further pointed out that it was intended to trans- 
form the economy to make it more competitive, reducing costs to consumer, 
while enabling the economy to earn more foreign exchange. 


The process, he added, involved the development of fundamental concepts and 
principles which were geared at making the economy more durable. 


The Government will be having a number of briefing sessions with various in- 
erest groups, including trade unions, to outline the structural adjustment 
trategy, he said.

partite efforts of Government, trade 
unions and employers at the ILO to 
bring peaceful procedures to industrial 
relations in the world at large’. 


The unions said that ILO Conven- 
tions 87 and 98, which have been rati-

He added: "We know that there is no ideological identification between the 
Spanish Government of the union ot the democratic center and ours, but there 
has been understanding and mutual respect, and the position of your country 
in the United Nations and the declarations of the foreign minister regarding 
ral America and Nicaragua reflect an honest and clear position." 


'l want to say that the attitude of the Spanish Government has been consis- 
tent, clear and objective," Ramirez said during the interview, adding that 
icaragua we feel that we are part of the Spanish-speaking world. Ruben 


Mario used to say that we were cubs of the Spanish Lion. That was directed 


Ramirez criticized Honduras, declaring that "we do not reply to the firing 
which comes from beyond the border" and explaining that "they have blown up 
our bridges on the border; they have set fire to the Espino customs 
house; forces cross into our courtry every day from Honduras; they attack our 
military positions, we repel them but, nevertheless, we never take one step 
beyond our borders.” 
He emphasized: ‘'However, we want to state that if a massive aggression should 
occur against Nicaragua, there would be no more borders in Central America-- 
those very artificial borders which were established following independence 
and have no reason to exist. If a massive aggression occurs, we are going to

We would like to see an 
absolute guerrilla victory in El Salvador, but we believe there should be 
negotiations, because El Salvador is only part of the Central American pro- 
blem,'’ which he labeled "integral."" Therefore, said Ramirez, "overall nego- 
tiations are required to bring peace.” 

Xamirez said: "We are willing to sit down at the negotiating table with the 
Americans, and the Americans will have to sit down as well with the Cubans 
and with the Salvadorans also." 


"the Nicaraguans do not deceive themselves," he said. "We know full well that 
as long as we do not have an understanding with the Americans we are not going 
to solve the differences with Honduras." 

The shape of the table is the least important matter, and we consider Mexico 
an excellent place. However, we have a basic mistrust because we think that 
the Americans have a gun in their pockets while they talk of negotiations and 
that they want to distract us. While we are sitting down to negotiate, they 
will want to blow up our bridges and hydroelectric power plants, to besiege us 
and to try to buy off the traitors of the fatherland here." 


Ramirez announced that there will be elections in Nicaragua in 1985 for a 
national assembly with the power to select a chief executive. All parties, 
including the conservative party, will participate, "and the elections are 
not zoing to be like those in El Salvador," he said.

POLITICAL ADVERTISING BAN--CASTRIES, Fri., (Cana)~-Prime Minister Michael Pil- 
grim today announced a ban on all advertisement of a political nature on 
state-owned Radio Saint Lucia, as campaigning continues in preparation for the 
forthcoming general elections. The directive was contained in a letter to the 
chairman of the broadcasting corporation in which Pilgrim said he was “dis- 
turbed" about the objectivity and balance in the stations programming and 
newscast. Since the three political parties here began their campaigning the 
state radio has been used to advertise political meetings, rallies and the 
launching of candidates. A spokesman for the Prime Minister said that there 
was nothing wrong with the “ordinary kind" of advertisement which publicised 
meetings, launchings, and rallies, “but recently a new kind of advertisement 
has crept onto the airwaves, where persons are being asked to vote for a par- 
ticular candidate." He said: "It is obvious that a certain party in the 
election fight is being heavily subsidised by foreign concerns, and it is un- 
fair to other parties if money is to play a vital part in the outcome of an 
election.” This was interpreted as a reference to the United Workers’ Party 
which has been accused by the Progressive Labour Party led by George Odlum, of 
having its campaign financed by capitalist interests. [Port-of-Spain TRINIDAD

ETHNIC STRIFE FEARED AFTER UNSUCCESSFUL COUP

W. Wolf: "Unsuccessful Coup Signals Start of Drama in 
Suriname on the Road to Racial War"] 


[Text] Army Commander Desi Beuterse announced at the end of last week that 
he is again in firm command. Stumbling over his own words he told his 
countrymen that the coup of his rivals Sergeant Major Wilfred Hawker and 
ex-Lieutenent Surendre Rambocus had failed. The military government, up till 
now believed to be unassailable, just barely survived the fifth coup 

within 2 years. However, the uncertainty displayed by Bouterse when he 
branded the action of the leader of the revolt an act of reckless daring-do, 
and justified the brutal on-the-spot execution of the badly wounded Hawker, 
totally confused and angered a majority of the Surinamese people. The reac- 
tion to Hawker's execution was one of shock and horror. The coup of the 
rebellious soldiers was beaten down. However, the turn the power struggle 
took, looks like the starting signal for a series of horrors in store for 
the people. 


The “humane image” of the military leaders, personified by Army Commander 
Bouterse, presents a ghastly grimness. 


For weeks there had been bad feelings and resentment about the junta's high- 
handed actions. Medical specialists went on strike, labor leaders entered 
into more and more arguments with the military. The people could not swallow 
Chin A Sen's dismissal, Junta leader Bouterse tried to appease the people's 
feelings. He announced that a decision was finally to be made about the 
nation's political course. He stated that everything was being done to 
arrive at "an acceptable form of government." 


As the plans for a new form of government leaked out, anxiety grew. Bouterse 
and his leftist advisers appeared to be heading for a Revolutionary Council 
with members of the military government and military persons appointed by 
them. No room was reserved for a constitution and free elections. Suriname 
was to join the ranks of military dictatorships with little respect for human 
rights. Not too bright a future for the Surinamese accustomed to a free and 
light-hearted existence without authoritarian pressure from above. 
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There was therefore a feeling of relief in the early morning hours of lasv 
week when the surprise attack of the rebels on the Memre Boekoe Barracks 
appeared to have been successful. The people were exuberant, especially be- 
cause Rambocus, leader of the rebellion, Law student, and docent of social 
sciences at the junior college, recklessly announced that the military govern- 
ment had been Liquidated. 


While the warring parties tought each other with tape recordings which brought 
the voices ot Bouterse, Hawker, and Rampocus in Surinamese living rooms by 
way of the World Broadcasting System tn Hilversum--iocal commercial radio 
ations were silenced--civil servants of the various ministries threw 
Soubeea’ s reform plans in their waste baskets with a great feeling of re- 
lief. in living rooms and back vards young and old together enthusiastically 
clapped their hands in time with the rythm of the military marches broadcast 
by the state radio system. They showed so their disapproval of the military 
gOvernmenc. 


The joy was short lived. ‘Thanks to the defection of an ex-sergeant with a 
LO-year prison sentence for murder, freed by Rambocus, the military were 
able to lay their hands on the strategic plans of the rebels. The defecting 
sergeant who had orders to liquidate the military leaders, did not only 
bring two armored vehicles to the milicary top in Fort Zeelandia, but also 
delivered a list of names of poilticians and industrialists backing the coup. 
Rambocu, who is from a rich and prominent Hindustani family, misjudged the 
loyalty of his followers mainly consisting of freed prisoners. Dozens of 
rebels went over to Bouterse when the revolt threatened to become a failure. 
Rambocu accompanied by a few faithful followers had no other choice but to 
flee. At least 50 rebels fled to the interior with large supplies of arms 


and ammunition. 


For the military government the actual fight against the rebeilion has only 
just begun. Power based on possession of arms also did not make these 
soldiers popular with the people. Their prestige suffered badly. It should 
be clear to Commander Bouterse that his power has become a very fragile thing. 
He is not only forced to fight within his own ranks against soldiers who do 
not agree with his leftist course, but from now on he is also forced to deal 
with prowing cesistance among the population. Rebel leader Hawker's execu- 
tion without che benefit of legal proceedings will not be soon forgotten. 

in Suriname where family and friendship ties run right through ail classes 

of the population such a merciless act against an opponent cannot be condoned. 
Bouterse constantly claimed to be "protector of the people and preserver of 
democratic rights", but his credibility as such is now completely destroyed. 
The diedain he showed for standards and values of legal order reveal ina 
critical manner his intentions for the nation and its people. 


The people's aversion is strengthened by the way the army leadership cast 
suspicion on a large segment of the population, namely the Hindustanis. 
According to the commander of the military police, Ramon Abrahams, Hindustani 
politicians plotted a massive attack on the military leaders in a religious 
meeting in a mosque. This accusation cuts through the soul of the Asiatic 
sepmen. vf che population and introduces a racial element in the nation's 
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political worries. It is a dangerous development. Since the coup of February 
1980 the military ieaders carefully tried to avoid this seed of disruption. 
They realized that reintroducing the confrontation between Creoles and Hin- 
dustanis could have disastrous results. 


Exactly for this reason the military repeatedly pointed out that their 1980 
coup put a definite stop to the reprehensible policy of the old guard which 
liked to play the various segments of the population off against each other. 
The new men in power were not about to tolerate the formation of political 
parties on the basis of ethnic origin. Now they encourage racial strife. 


The witch hunt on Hindustani and Javanese politicians, believed to have been 
involved in the attack and the failed coup, has made outlaws of Surinamese 

of Asiatic descent. It is to be feared that Creoles will take action to 
persecute Hindustanis and Javanese. The latter dominate large areas of 
industry, commerce, and agriculture, and occupy key positions in the minis- 
tries and in education. They are in the majority in the most important dis- 
tricts which control the access roads to Paramaribo. The danger of civil 
war is now bigger than ever. The Committee of Christian Churches mentioned 
this in passing in its denunciation of Hawker's execution. The military 
leaders are aware of the danger but they do not appear to be willing to cir- 
cumvent the conflict. To improve their chances of victory they even promised 
arms to their followers under the Creole population as a preventive measure 
because it is well known that Rambocu's heavily armed rebels have taken up 
refuge in parts of the country where Hindustanis and Javanese are concentrated. 
The junta is preparing itself for the use of sheer force. Poor Suriname...

[Text] Belize City, 31 Mar (CANA)--Trinidad and Tobago Foreign Minister 
Basil Ince has said that his country will support the Caribbean basin 
initiative involving the U.S., Canada, Mexico and Venezuela, as long as it 
acts in support of strengthening Caribbean integration. 


"We would hope that the initiative would not seek to weaken the integration 
movement which we are all committed to supporting,'' Mr Ince said in an 
interview, prior to the start of the two-day CARICOM foreign ministers 
meeting which concludes tomorrow. 


However, Mr Ince said that his observations were merely preliminary, since 
his government was still studying the initiative as it unfolded and regard- 
ing which new information was appearing every day. 


Commenting on the economic aspects of the plan, Mr Ince said that any 
initiative which offered to assist in the economic development of the 
region should be carefully studied. 


Trinidad and Tobago welcomed any initiative which helped in that development. 
"Tt is no secret that many of our Caribbean countries are suffering from a 
lack of economic capabilities, and it's in this context that we would 
welcome the plan,” he said, 

"We would be very keen and very pleased if the plan, as far as economic 
aspects were concerned, permitted free and uninhibited access to the 


markets of the United States and...the other donors of the Nassau Four, 
and we hope there will be no restrictions in this sense," he added.

FEDCHEM NATIONALIZATION ISSUE--Government's take over of a majority share hold- 
ing of Federation Chemicals, Ltd. "is by no means dead," Rep. Patrick Manning, 
Minister of Energy and Natural Resources, told the media at a Press briefing 

at Poin Lisas. Mr. Manning was replying to a question based on a statement by 
his predecessor in the 1978 Budget Debate, that Government intended to obtain 

a majority share in the company, and the question was: "whether the issue is 
now dead." The minister said while he did not want to comment on the ques- 
tion, “having regard to prevailing circumstances, the matter is far from 

dead." He declared that was "the policy of the Government then. That is the 
policy of the Government now, but it would not be prudent to express any view 
on the question at the present time," he asserted. He said: "We already have 
a majority share in Tringen, and the matter of majority share in Fedchem, I 
repeat, is definitely not dead." Fedchem President, Mr. Fred Hildebrandt, 

told the media that the company intended to improve its "public image," and on 
that score planned to embark on a major public relations programme. He con- 
fided that in the past, the company did not "operate on the philosophy of blow- 
ing its own horn, but it is quite obvious that this is a good policy, and we 
intend to do something meaningful about it." "We have engaged the services of 
a competent agency and we have plans to improve our image," Mr. Hilderbrant 
declared.

FERTILIZER OUTPUT DROP--Fertiliser production in Trinidad and Tobago made a 
downturn for the secon quarter of last year with anhydrous ammonia dropping to 
108,463 tonnes from 144,783 tonnes for the previous year, the Central Statis- 
tical Office (CSO) said yesterday. For the same period, production and direct 
sales of sulphate of ammonia amounted to 5,541 tonnes and 6,425 tonnes respec- 
tively. A comparison with the same period of 1980 showed a decrease of 73 per 
cent in production while a decrease of 30.8 per cent was registered for direct 
sales. The CSO figures were released after a survey was carried out on the 
agro-chemicals which includes four types of fertilisers: anhydrous ammonia, 
sulphate of ammonia, urea and mixed fertilisers. Production of urea for the 
second quarter of 1981 amounted to 7,525 tonnes while exports totalled 5,512 
tonnes and direct sales 46 tonnes. A comparison with the similar period of 
1980 showed that production exports and direct sales decreased by 54.3 per- 
cent, 58.4 percent and 34.8 percent respectively. [Port-of-Spain TRINIDAD

AGRICULTURAL BANK LOSSES--PORT OF SPAIN, Trinidad, Friday, (CANA)--Trinidad 
and Tobago's state owned Agricultural Development BANK (ADB) says it registered 
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a loss of TT $494 000 (one TT dollar equal 41 cents U.S.) for the financial 
year ending December 31, 1980. This brought the accumulated losses of the 
14-year-old to Ti $6.2 million. The 1980 losses were however significantly 
down on the previous years performance which left the bank in the red to the 
tune of TT $2.6 million. The ADV's revenue in 1980 amounted to TT $7.9 mil- 
lion--7.2 million of it coming from interest on loans, TT $324 000 from in- 
terest on money on call and TT $430 000 in other income. Revenue for 1979 

was TT $6.4 million. Total expenses for the year 1980 were TT $8.4 million, 
which was lower than the 1979 figure of TT $9 million. Of the 8.4 million 
spend most went to administration and general expenses, which took TT $8.3 
million. Prior to 1979 the bank had accumulated losses of 2.2 million, but 
the addition of a substantial TT $2.6 million loss in 1980--and adjustments, 
as well as the 1979 loss, it is now riding with a sizeable loss figure of TT 
$6 million. The ADB was established by the Government in 1968, with the ob- 
jective of encouraging, through soft loans, the development of agriculture 
commercial fishing and any related industries. Interest rates are artificial- 
ly fixed at low rates by the Ministry of Agriculture, Lands and Food Produc- 
tion. For 1980 these rates were between three per cent and six-and-a-half per 
cent to individuals and between one and four-and-a-half per cent to co-opera- 
tives.
